of ſo very meane capacitie , but will yeeld ynto it that they be: 
eſpecially defenſine, andin ſome caſes alſo offenſive : which as a 
thinggranted I will ouerpaſſe. And then I ſay further, that wars 
beinglawful and of necefhitic, it muſt alſo be granted,that the ſame

- theoredring & diuiding of thoſe to the beſt aduantage, ſtandards

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_ they ſhall be comanded, thus may you ce the neceſſitie. And forthe 
 vſeirdothalſo appeer,that fithence ſome muſt be commanders,it 1s 
_ of importance that they be known both by the perſons ouer whom 
| they command, & generally by al,and that ſo perſpicuouſly that yp- 
- on euery ſudden occurrent,the meaneſt & fimpleſt common ſoldier 
| may thereby know cuerie particular officer,and captaine that hath 
| charge : for which purpoſe our anceſtors deniſe was,that ſuch men 
' ſhould weare ſome ſuch coate of marke ouer his armor,as whereby 
_ they might be eaſily diſcerned, to be the ſame perſons which in- 
_ deed they were: and where ſomtimes (when occaſion ſo offered it 
_ ſelke)they were forced to yſc pauiſhes for their defence, whereby a 
| great part of the marke which was vpon their veſture, was ſhado- 
 wedfrom ſight,it was thought neceſlarie that their markes ſhould 
be alfo laide ypon their ſhieldes : the commanders of horſe-men 
(their faces being for the moſt part couered ) they added to the 
creſts of their helmets ſome further diſtin&tion to be the better al- 
ſo knowen by : thus much for the ordinance and vſe of armorie. 
And hereby alſo may it appecre ro whom they do properly belong 
and appertaine, namelic, to Kings, Princes, Archbiſhops,Bithops, 6 
_ Earles, Barons, Lords of prouinces and fees, Knights, officers in_ 
the Armie, Nauie or peece, and generallie to all that haue charge 
ouer bands and companies of ſoldiers. And now ſithence from | 
hencefoorth manic of my ſpeeches will tend tothe difcouerie of | 
ſuch things as I take to be abuſed, erronious, or faultie, wherein I 
may peraduenture not ſquare inopinion with ſome others, and 
being my ſelfe no officer or of any authoritie, whereby I ſhould 
haue cauſe to deale inthele affaires, Iwill therefore firlt beſeech 
your honors and all others to whom it may appertaine, that if anie _ 
thing ſhall paſſe my pen which ſhall be offenti ue, that they wil con-. 
ceiue no woorle of it then I meane,which is but to bring theſe mat- 
_ tersof armorie intoqueſtion, to the ende that if anie thing be a- -_

marks; which their elders for the moſt art had vſuallic before 
time carried,or at leaſt themſelues had then taken(if they but then 


- werein theirrifing age)wherby their owne people werein a good- 


- ablc ro 


lie anddecent order conducted and led,| and their enimies verie 
much terrified , when they ſhould ſce thoſe marks ſhewed foorth, 
the owners whereof hadi in "their memories by plaine feat of armes 
- ouerthrowne their parents, or happelyt nl clues, beaten them 

. - Out of the fielde, razed downe their caſtels and fortreſſes, ſacked 
_  theirtownes aid cities, waſted and ſpoiled their countries, ranſo- 
. med their people,and generally ſo.dauntedand amazed them, that 
it was fometimes found tobe true, that verie bare names of ſome 
valiant perſons ouercame whole armies. I can not butblame you 

_ ofallſorrs which ſhall make choiſe of banners (which you call co- 
lors) ſo curtein like and fo far from all due order of Ancient bea- 
ring as may be, andfor your parts which are deſcended from An- 
ceſtors of marke, I would be plad to heare any reaſon from you, to 
whatend you ſhould lay the ſame a ſide, and make choiſe ofa cur- 
tein in the place thereof. And you others (whoſe wiſedome and. 
- yalure haue gained you the reputation of a charge) I would gladly 
alſo heare from you what ſhould moue youto be of that mind, as. 
not to take ſome conuenient marke;,ſuch a oneas may be thought 
|  meete byauthority for you, whereby youmay gainean honor,both 
to.your {clues and your poſteritic, and by your good viage thereof 
| much enlarge the reputation,you haue by your valours obtained. 
_ . Another thing thatis amiſſe asT take it, and hathgreat need ro. 
' bereformed, is the quartering'of many marks in one ſhield, coate, 
or-banner, for ſithence iris true that Gina ſeruetono other. 
 vſebut for acommandertolead by,or to be knowen by, itis ofne- 
ceſſitic that the ſame be apparent, faire, and caſie to bediſcerned, 
ſo that the quartering of many ofthem t gether doth hinder the 
vie for which they are |prouided. As how is it poſlible for a plaine

' I the rather eſteeme well of to be borne,for thata Prince or Noble 
man making challenge or title to any Countrie (for which he/is 
forced to make warres before he can obtaineit) it will be a goodly

4 Countrie quartered with his owne amongeſt thoſe people which in 
reaſon and conſcience owe him duety and obedience, to the end 
thatthey may thereby be the ſooner induced to ſubmit themſelues 
totheirtrucand lawfull ſoueraine, as his ſubie&ts. And for that 

* cauſe (as take it) King Edward the third and his valiant ſonnes de- 

_ uviſed and ſhewed foorth the Armes of France and England quar- 
tered together, andalthough my Author ſaith that /agues Dariuell, # 
a honie trier of Gaunt was the firſt deuiſer thereof, yet will I not 
bcleeue otherwiſe, butthatthe principall reaſons thatled the king 
thereto,was to make knowne the iuſtnes of his title tothat king- 

dome where he then intended to make warres. But now itmay be - 
obieced, fithence a Prince or great Lord may haue title to ſeuerall 
Countries, that therefore it is necefſarie for him to-beare all ſuch 

' tokens or marksas he hath title too : Tothis 1 an{were, that al- 
though I could yeeld to them/(but that it will bring the confuſion 
aforeſaid)yetisitof noſuch heeetiity;for that a man needs to ſhew 
his title but onely to them whom he means to ſubdue :andif it 
ſhould fortune that he had'title to divers and ſcuerall Countries, 
and that he would make warres to them all at once, yet ſhould ir 

not be needfullto himto:ſhew foorth'any more marks quartered 
in one ſtandard, but onely vnto cuery ſeuerall countrie the Armes 
of thatnation quartered with his owne.
